We have what we believe to be a value 
able suggestion to make with regard to 
the Nagasaki riot, the latest newa of 
the enquiry into whioh is, that the 
proceedings having come to a dead 
lock in Nagaaaki, the venue has been 
charged to Tokio, where they are 
expected to deag thonselves along 
again at interminable leugtb, heaping 
up expenses both to China aud Japan, 
aud re-awaking an ill-feeling that lad 
so far died out in Japan, that the 
vernacular papers there have bad to atir 
it up again, with the secondary objeot 
of diverting attention from the Nor. 
manton ease, In fact, one or two of 
the leading ‘Lokio newspapers point 
out (o theie readers how admirably the 
conduct of British subjects in Japan 
with regard to-the Intter outrage on 
Tnpnese susceptibilities contrasts with 
the conduct of the Chinese in regard 
to the former. There is no ren! aunlogy 
between the two cases, for the feeling 
on the part of Chins is entirely official, 
it being very doubifal whethor the

has sympathized 60 atrongly with the 
Tapauese in the Normanton cage. ‘The 
outrage itself in Nugasuki occurred so 
long ago that it is not ont of place to 
reoall briefly the lending facts.

aki, under the command of Admirals

and with perfectly peaceful intentions ;

the Chinese liberty meu were once on 
shore; a general tiot ensued, seven 
Chinese and two Japanese were killed,

hot the Inpauese police, animated by 
the long-standing hatred that exists 
between the lower orders of the two 
had not been employed, it is not impro- 
buble that the pnssnge of pecuniary 
arguments from one side or the other 
wonld long since have resulted in a 
conclosion being arrived at, so that the 
purity of the foreigners has possibly 
been an obstacle to a much-to-be-desired 
settlement, ‘The sore which the enquiry 
ins become should be filmed over as 
soon as possible, befuro the feelings 
of the tse conntries get more om- 
bittered than they are now, and the 
best way, it seems to us, would be 
for Chinn and Japan to put the facts 
which they have collected before the 
Minister of some neutral power, and 
nak him to arbitrate between them, 
Aug settlement would be hetter both 
for the purses and the feelings of the 
two countries, than to allow a new 
ves igation to be commenced at Tokio, 
the verdict in which, if it is ever arrived 
it, is sure to be disputed by the losing 
party, who could not with any grace 
impagn the finding of an impartial

THE FOOD OF CHINA. 
‘Tue greatost part of the svil of China, 
whioh is cultivated, is devoted to the 
production of food. ‘Thero are no focks 
or herds, and the areas devoted to 
cotton aud mulberry are very emall 
compnred to the extent of the empire, 
Of the two hundred and fifty or sixty 
millions of China three-fifths live 
on rice, aud two-fifths on small millet 
and wheat, Iu the dry dusty soil of the 
Northern provinces millet aud whent 
grow well and form the food of the in- 
habitants; in the moist soil and hot 
climate of South China tice prospers 
and forms the chief produce and food 
of the people, Ductor Dadgeon, in hia 
interesting work on Diet, Dress, aud 
Dwellings of the Chinese, included in 
the publications of the Healtheries Ex- 
hibition, has minutely described the 
food of China, He bas pointed out for 
example how very fully the Chinese 
have adopted a combinntion of foods 
giving ® duo proportion of starch and 
sugar which supply heat, with fish and 
the seods of leguminous plants which 
supply flesh. Rice and fish in the South 
correspond to millet and beans in the 
North. Wherever they reside, the Chi. 














nese take from nature's bountiful store 
and 


enough to keep them health, 
strong. ‘The beancurd is to us i 
and the rice bow! with ite ti 
paniment of sour vegetable and dried 
fish, looke far from ng, 
must be remembered that these few 
articles are the solution of a great 
problem, the problem how to keep a 
healthy mind in a hoalthy body, The 
Chinaman with his cheap 
to be despised. He knows bow to 
keep his body in working coudition so 
as to be able to support his family 
by hie exertions, For purpose 
rioe, fish, beans aud vegetables ure quite 
sufficient, 

North China basa cold winter and 
the rivers are frozen to a depth of eight 
inohes thick. ‘This, however, wheat can 
bear, and it is sown there in autumn as 
much as in more temperate climates, 
Flour is very much valued by the peo- 
plo asa sort of food to alternate with 
millet. In Peking the tribute rice 
from the South constitutes half of the 
food of the people, and wheat flour with 
vegetables and animal food the other 
half. In the country round Peking the 
tribute rice is uot found, ‘There the 
Gaily food of the people is small millet 
to the extent of five parts in tev, maize 
two and a half parts, aud flour with 
vegetables aud animal food the re- 
mainder. Probably the great abundance 
of fish in Sonth China gives intellectual 
vigour, for’ at least in Kiang-su, Che- 
kiang ond Kiang-si the number of 
graduates who pass with high honours 
in exceptionally Inrge. ‘This is moro 
likely to be the effect of food than of 
climate. Fish is very common in those 
provinces and apparently this bas an 
enlivening effect on the brain. Iu the

‘The Mexican dollar would practicnily 
‘have disnppenved from the Bast, and 
British coin, with all the aseuronce that 
quality would have been mniutained 
and that fall supplies would always 
have been obtainable as long ns bar 
silver was to bo bought, would have 
taken its place, ‘the mistnke of close 
ing the Mint was made, and for years 
trade in the Straits and China hadtorely 
on Mexico for a currency, and very 
frequently has been hampered by it 
not being rendily attainable, and only at 
prices far above the intrinsic value of 
the coins, The irregularity in supplies, 
and the occasional high cost of Mexicau 
dollare gave the Japan Government the 
opportunity of introducing the yen 
some of the Chinese mouey mare 
kets and into Singapore, There oan bo 
no doubt that foreign trade in China, 
and in the Straits, would have been 
strengthened by a Hongkong dollar 
having come into general use, ha 
superseded the Mexican and Spani 
dollars and havii ted the 
necessity for the Japanese yen, all 
which it would have done had not tha 
Hovgkong Goverument olosed ils miut, 
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If, inatond of selling ite mint to Jnpan, 
the Hongkong government bad per 
vered with ite ovinage, not only would 
ite dollars have come into auiversal nse 
in Chinn—and ousted the Mexican and 
Spanish—bat it would in all probability 
have beon the currenoy of Japan. There 
would then Lave been so much work 
for it to do, that its producing power 
wonld have had to be immensely in- 
creased, and there would have been 
no waut of continuity in the demand 
for ite aervices, the absence of which 
weighed ao heavily on the judgment of 
the members of the Board of Enquiry to 
whioh Sir Richard Mucdonnell referred 
tho question, and which appears to have 
been the only thing wanting, in their 
cpinion, to the euccess of the mint, It 
should also be remembered when con- 
sidering the question of the prospects 
of & mint at the presout time, that 
Hongkong now ocoupies a more com- 
manding trade position thau it did in 
1868, has much more intimate relations 
with Uke Chinese than it had then, and 
that foreign trade has greatly expanded. 
The composition of the Macdonuell 
Board of Euquiry will aleo be taken 
into account by those who are 
quainted with Hongkoug and the China 
trado eighteen years ago, The com- 
mercial element of the colony wns 
represented on the enquiry by a gentle. 
man who at that time looked with 
undieguised disfavour on everything in 
the way of innovation on old trading 
customs, inoluding the establishment of 
the Hongkong Bauk, joint stook enter- 
prisos gonerally, and almost everything 
tuut is pecaline to modern ways of 
euterprice, Aud there were many in- 
fluential persons in the Colony who 
shared his opinions, 

We had marked for comment sume 
prssuges in the Report of the Colouinl

is of 80 extraordinary a nature that we 
cannot let it pass. “It is,” says the 
reoondite and classical official, “a labour 
of Sisyphus to produce handsome dol- 
larg in England as fast a8 Chinese can 
melt them up in China,” Now we doubt 
very much if a dollar has been melted 
into syoee in China during the last 
thirty or forty years, that is, since the 
Chinese became familiar with coius, 
until it paid to do so, Wheu sycee is 
soaroe, dollars ara melted, because the 
dearer prios obtaiuable for syoee som. 
where or other, probably in port such 
as Shanghai where sycee is in use, 
covers the loss from melting, But if 
it were a labour of Sisyphus, to use 
metaphor which we suppose is under- 
stood by the Treasurer since he uses it, 
why would the Hougkong Government 
complain of being obliged to go ou 
supplying ® ooin the disappearance of 
which into the melting pot would give 
tho British, or the Hongkong Mint that 
coutinuons employment, the absence 
of, or the uucertainty of obtaining whiob 
apparently led to the eale of the Colonial 
Miut.

‘Tue true causes of the fuilure of the 
Hongkong mint were its having been 
started in a time of severe business 
depression following on a couple of 
years of bauking aud commercial onla. 
mities, ite being on too small a 
sonle, and the expenses of, working. 
The Inst cause ig admitted in the 
dispatch of the Hon, J. G, Austin to 
the Chairman of the Shanghai Cham- 
ber of Commerce dated 12th of Juae 
1876, in which he says that opinions 
were generally entertuined at the time 
when the mint was working that the 
staff was unnecessarily large and over 
highly paid, Perhaps it was inevitable 
Uhnt this should be the cuse, for in 1864, 
when the mint was authorized and its 
sinff engaged, salaries for all desorip- 
tions of skilled labour in the Eust were 
on a very different scale from what 
they are now; the grent wave of 
speculation which passed over every 
part of the business world from the 
time of the outbreak of the American 
war was still aubroken, and people did 
uot care to look after such jes on 
econowy. Hongkong aud China bad 
suffered severely, many bauka aud firms 
disappenrediu 1865 and 1866, and busi- 
ness of all kinds remnined greatly 
contracted for two or three years longer. 
Daring the first period there was a large 
eflux of silver in syceo aud dollars to 
India and of course no one then wanted 
the services of the Hongkong Mint, 
No time was 80 unpropitious for the 
success of a mint in Hongkong as the 
two years between its opening aud 
closing. No ono was to blame; the 
disasters of the two black years were 
as unforeseen by the Government as by 
merchants aud bankers, When the Mint 
machinery was sold to the Japaneso 
Government the tide was just begin= 
ning to turn, and courage, patience, 
and, it must also be sai i 
foresight on the part of the Hongkong 
Goverument should have led them to 
give the mint a few years longer tril, 
Iemay seem somewhat paradoxical to say 
that a on a small senle which lost 
money would have been « successful 
uudertaking ad ils meaus of production 
aud general scale been larger.

Bankera are conservative, 
and though they are greatly hampered 
by the state of the currency in China 
they would rather endare the ills they 
have than seek to remedy them by 
the experiment of introducing another 
dollar, The manager of a Bauk in 
Hongkong kuows that the variety of 
coins alrendy in the currency of China 
is too great, He may occasionally 
get an advantage from some particular 
coin, as the “clean mexican,” rising to 
& premium, but this is more than 
counterbalanced by the difficulty often 
experienced in distributing relief from 
the Hongkong office, or from one branch 
where money is pleutifal to another 
where it is source, beoauso the ovin 
ov sycee which will pass in tho latter 
is not proourable. ‘I'he addition of 
a British Trade dollar to the exit 
currencies would agg 
and we can see Low this consideration 
would effect tho opinion of a banker, 
But in the course of time, when the 
British Trade dollar came into geueral 
use this disadvantage would disappoar, 
and something like a universal dollar 
currency would bo established from 
Pouang to Shanghai. Precisely this 
process went on here when the Moexi- 
can dollar was introduced; in a few 
yonrs it praotically ousted the Carolus 
dollars in the silk districts, aud we may 
remark in passing, to show Low little 
melting of dollars into sycee goes on, 
that within the last year or ao millions of 
Carolus dollars have been repurchased 
from the silk districts where some 
at lenst of them, bad been hoarded 
for twenty to forty or longer yoars, 
Another consideration with Mr. Walter 
was no doubt this, that the introduction 
of a British Trade dollar iu the Straita 
Settlements would soon put au end to 
the shipment of Mexican dollars from 
London, with the option of lauding them 
in the Straits or in China, as Trade 
Dollars ouly would in a fow yeare 
be sent to the former markets.

THE SUCCI IMPOSTURE, 

OF late years little or nothing haa been 
hoard of the dream of Perpetual Motion, 
in ite most direct aud valgar form. 
Popularised knowledge, taore or lei 
vague perhaps, regarding the correla- 
tion of physical forces hns well nigh 
abolished ‘Tbe initial delusion which 
blinded the scores of inventors who 
from time to time olaimed to have 
renlised this dream, was that motion 
could be produced by furoe internally 
supplied iu constant quantity by the 
moving system itself, Iu other words, 
thoy saw no absurdity in believing that 
something could come out of nothing. 
The most solid acquisition of science, 
the foundation in fact of all acience, 
is, on the contrary, this principle, that 
nothing can at the same instant be 
cause and effect, and that effects are 
proportional to causes. Hence, when 
it has once been definitely ascertained 
what expenditure of any kind is under 
certain conditions necessary to the pro- 
uotion of any stated resalt, the atinin- 
mont of that result by a less expend 
ture under the same conditions is i 
credible. The ordinary intelligent per- 
son, even though untrained in scientific 
methods, will as a rulo be ready enough 
to admit (hat uothing can come out of 
nothing. But if the contradictory pro- 
position is presented in an insidious 
mauner ho is exceedingly likely to prove 
obdurate to reasoning, He will not 
believe that water oan be boiled with- 
out the loss of fuel of some kind, but 
he will readily believe that an engine 
depending fur its motion upon the fall 
of water cau bo employed indefi 
iu pumping water to the height required 
to maintain that motion. 

A curious proof of the existence of 
this state of mind among a class of 
persons uot commonly given to oreda- 
lity, is furnished by the story of Succi 
tho Italian faster who has recently 
bamboozled a medical commission iu 
Milav, aud now enjoys all the uotoriety 
that discussion of his case iu scientific 












































and general papers oan confer, Briefly 
told, it is this, A healthy aud vigorous 
man of 35, weighing 128 ponnde, who 
has twice been confined in a lunatic 
asylam from which he, according to hi 
own confession, escaped by simulating 
recovery, undertakes for a heavy wager 
to abstain daring 80 days from all 
food, swallowing water only, and « 
small qaautity of @ flaid the composi 
tion of which he keeps secret. During 
this period he is watched, or ut least a 
watch is set upon hit, and it is officially 
reported that he tnkes violent exercise, 
drinks and retains shout one pint of 
water daily with an insignificnnt qaan- 
tity of bis nostrum, and abstning abso- 
lutely from food, in spite of which his 
bodily temperature dues not fall below 
the normal level, aud at the end of it 
all he is fouud to have lost 27 Ibs, in 
weight, aud to be in the enjoyment of 
complete mental and physical health, 
Now this story is either true or false. 
If it be true, the problem of perpetual 
motion is solved, and something can be 
produced from nothing. 'Thereforo it 
ia false, 

Bat our readers who are interested 
in such matters will not be content 
with # conclasion stated in this nbrupt 
manner, If there were no fraud, Succi 
would have performed all the sovere 
work, which it is admitted he did per- 
form, on @ dnily expenditure of ubont 
14 ounces of fuel drawn from his 
own body, and therefore in the most 
wasteful form of supply imag’ 
able. That is to say he indulged 
in energetio muscular exercise while 
assimilating no food, and yet lost daily 
no more thau the 140tb part of his 
bodily weight. Now it has been as- 























certained by experiments so rigorone, | | 


and so frequently repented, that the fact 
is beyond the possibility of doubt, that 
animals subjected tu starvation and 
doing a minimum of work, or one at 
all, lose daily rather more than one 
fortieth of their weight, and exhibit 1 
rapid deterioration in every function of 
their eoouomy. ‘This of itself is suffi- 
cient to settle the question, There was 
froud somembere; and when the bis- 
tory is even superficinlly, not to nay 
critically, exumined, it is positively 
amusing to notice the immense vamber 
of doors that the psendo-scientific cum.

‘MRS. LEAVITT'S LAST ADDRESS. 


A casual observer present at Mrs. Leavitt’s 
lecture on Monday night in the library of 
the Royal Asiatic Society might very Well 
be excused for thinking that Temperance 
work was well ‘eivmned in Shanghai. An 
audience numerous enough to fill the room 
to overflowing availed themselves of the 
opportunity to hear this eloquent lady 

reach the crusade against strong drink. 

ut. one acquainted with the real 
motives of many of the audience knew ve 
well that it was the discussion which it 
was supposed would be raised by the ques- 
tions of some gentlemen to the lady lecturer, 
that was the chief attraction. General Ken- 
nedy the U.S. Consul-General, introduced 
‘Mrs. Leavitt in an appropriate and eloquent 
speech. The audience, which was pretty 
equally divided as regards the sexes, cer- 
tainly gave the lecturer an attentive hear- 
ing, and evidently to a great extent laid 
itself out for conviction as far as the 
theory, at least, of total abstainers went. 
But one could not help remarking the sad 
want of enthusiasm which characterised 
the reception of some of the lecturer's most 
telling, es and the striking figures with 
which she illustrated or rather solidified 
her discourse. There was moreover far 
more applause given to the questions of 
one of the gentlemen interlocutors which 
were, maybe ungallantly, put as “ posers ” 
to the advocate of water as against wine 
and also to the remarks of another gentle- 
man, who afterwards criticised from a pro- 
fessional point of view the replies of 
Mrs. Leavitt to the doubting one. Mrs. 
Leavitt who, if the expression may be 














£| permitted, spoke with a motherly’ clo- 


quence, against the well known evils 
arising’ from the unrestricted indulgence 
in drink in America, Great Britain, and 
throughout the world generally, treated 
her subject very skilfully and’ divided 
it into several heads which included 
the social, the economic, the physical, the 
mental, the medical and the moral aspects 
of the question. But her arguments brought 
forth nothing new, nor would they call for 
special mention, as we are all pretty familiar 
with the well worn statements of the tem- 
perance platform. But she was very ear- 
nest, and must iiave created a strong im- 
pression on some of her auditors. She 
entirely condemned the use of alcohol in 
any case whatever and said it always 
shortened life. Not content with inveigh- 
ing against the much abused spirit, she 
also carried the attack into the camp of the 
many millioned army of consumers of the 
sublime weed. She cleverly showed her 
reason for doing so, by connecting the use 
of the fragrant leaf with the desire for 
alcoholic drink. | This portion of her lecture 
was undoubtedly received by the male 
section of the audience with the languid 
indifference which is more discouraging toa 
lecturer than open disapproval, and which 
is the silent protest of common sense. 
Passing on from this section of her 
address, the lecturer came to the sadder, 
but far more hopeless topic of Social 
Purity, and kindred topic of the Social 
Evil, with all its attendant horrors ; its 
shortening, debasing, and destroying of 
so many thousands of girls’ lives annually 
and she brought her subject to the doors of 





her hearers here in Shanghai. This part 
of her lecture may be dismissed with a 
tribute to her earnestness, Mrs. Leavitt 
then stated the objects of the ‘* White 
Cross” society, two iges of which had 
been established in the North of China and 
she hoped some would here, inviting her 
hearers to co-operate or join this movo- 
ment, and support the three-fold mission 
which she had in hand. She concluded 
amid some applause by inviting questions. 

In reply to Mr. Macgregor who quoted 
Dr. Lawder Brunton of St, Bartholemew’s 
Hospital work, to the effect that alco- 
hol gave the stimulus that was necessary 
in some cases, she compared that stimulus 
to the effect of a spur on a horse, 
and said that while some strong drinks 
might give an artificial strength, pure 
alcohol was a poison. She however omitted 
to mention any people anywhere who drank 
pure alcohol. The instances of tho three 
poets who drank alcohol and died youn; 
and the three who did not and dic 
old, which is familiar to her hearers, were 
adduced without any reference to the differ- 
‘ent temperaments of the men or the quality 
of their work, After further advocating 
hot or heated water sweetened or otherwise 
flavoured, as a restorative or refr i 
place of alcvhol, she stated that 
companies give preferential Remiums and 
bonuses to abstainers. Dr, Lalcaca after- 
wards criticised Mrs. Leavitt's statements 
and doubted, amidst laughter, if a cup 
of hot water would have the stimulating 
effect which Mrs. Leavitt anticipated, one 
gentleman at this period of the evening 

esting the addition of mustard. Dr, 

Lalcaca however expressed his sympathies 
with Mrs. Leavitt's main object, bearing 
his testimony as a medical man to the evils 
arising from the over-indulgence in alco 
holic drinks and to the good effects of their 
moderate use. 

A hearty vote of thanks to Mrs. Leavitt 
brought the proceedings to a close.

|THE ATTACK ON THE TONGEING BOUNDARY 
COMMISSION. 

The Courrier d'Haiphong publishes an 
account of the attack by pirates on Mong- 
| kai and Hakoi, from which it ap) that 
only a portion of the French Delimitation 
Commission was present at the time. The 
| account, which is not very clear, is as 
| follows? 

‘Mong-kai is an important Chinese market 
town situated at the confluence of the 
| Song-Thack-Mang and the Hai-ninh canal, 

tho two streams constituting the boundary 
j between China and Tongking. On the 
| other side is the Chinese village of Thoung- 











| this place and Mong-kai, but at high tide

at a distance of about 700 mitres is the 
| Village of Hai-ninh. The citadel is situated 
| to the east of this at a distance of 





100 matres. The southwest angle of the 
citadel is connected by a covered way with 
a hillock 28 metres high which dominates 
tho whole district. At the top of this 
hillock a blockhouse was in construction, 
and the Chancelior and the Chof de Poste 
were to have had their quarters there. 

The Franco-Chinese Frontier Delimita- 

tion Commission was to have met at Mong- 
| kai. M. Haitce, a member of the Com- 
mission, had been sent there by the Presi- 
dent to await His Excellency Teng, Presi- 
dont of the Chinese Commission. He was 
| accompanied by Lieut. Bohin, who was 
attached to the Commission as topogra- 
hhical officer. _M. Haitce and M. Bohin 
fad no suspicion of the inhabitants, the 
district being apparently quite tranquil, 
and they took up their quarters in one of 
the houses reserved for the Commission. 
On the 28th November Lieut. Bohin left 
with afew men to make a topographical 
examination of the frontier district near 
Cape Pack-lung. 

‘The citadel of Hai-ninh was at this time 
occupied by M. Perrin, Residency clerk, 













‘tuilitiamen, M. Haitce had seven or eight 
‘men with him at Mong-kai. 

On the night of the 24th the citadel was 
attacked by Chinese pirates. Shortly after- 
wards the house occupied by M. Haitce

was also attacked, and towards morning 


‘M. Haitce had to leave it to seck refuge in 
the citadel. On the way he met M. Perrin, 
who was coming to his assistance. . The 
attack was continued on the 25th and 26th 
and until seven o’clock on the morning 
of the 27th, by which time the provisions 
and water of the little garrison were ex- 
hausted and their ammunition was fast 
diminishing. Amongst the assailants, Chi- 
nese wearing the uniform of regulars’ were 
observed, and these largely increased in 
number towards the end. The total of the 
attacking force was about 1,500, Only a 
few cartridges remaining, it was decided to 
make a sortie, which took place at half past 
seven, when the defenders of the citadel, 
twenty-three men in all made for the south. 
Arrived at the confluence of the Song- 
‘Thack-Mang and a creek running to the 
sea by the old custom house, the small 
body, hotly pursued by the Chinese, broke 
up and attempted to save themselves by 
swimming one or other of the streams. ™ 
Ferlay was drowned in crossing. Those 
who were making for Hakoi, amongst them 
MM. Haitce and Perrin, had hardly reached 
land when they were surrounded by a band 
of Bizaian which had crossed before them. 
M. Perrin fell, pierced by epear wounds ‘and 
his head was cut off. M. Haitce disap- 
peared amongst the Chinese. When last 
seen he was trying to blow his brains out, 
but his revolver had got wet and the cart- 
ridge would not go off. 

uring the few days previous, several 
couriers had been sent by M. Haitce to 
Lieut. Bohin, who was continuing his topo- 
ge hical work, ‘Letters from the Rev. 

‘ather Grandpitrre, whose devotion was 
admirable during all these events, le 
M. Bohin aware of the gravity of the situa- 
tion at Hai-ninh at the moment when he 
was himself attacked by Chinese pirates in 
the uniform of regulsca. His departure 
was delayed by this attack, but at last, at 
Coum-Ping, he found a more pressing letter 
from Father Grandpitrre, and on the 
morning of the 27th he embarked and 
arrived at the mouth of the Hai-ninh river 
on the 28th. 

Eight chasseurs and five militiamen es- 
caped the massacre, Ha-koi aud Hai-ninh 
were burnt. Lieut. MacMahon, shut in 
with 200 men in a blackhouse at Ha-koi, is 
attacked daily, but he is well supplied 
with provisions and munitions and can hold 
out until relief arrives. 

A shipment of arms has been landed on 
the coast. It is supposed they were carried 
by the Danube, on the line between Bang- 
Kok and Hongkong. 

‘Wo cannot throw the responsibility of 
these unfortunate events on any one in 
Tongking. They must be avoided for the 
futuro, without useless recrimination as to 
the present. With regard to the pirates, 
they ought’ to be given a sharp lesson 
which they will not forget. We cannot be 
exposed continually to attacks of this kind, 
authorised if not actually assisted by the 
Chinese Government. What are we to 
think of the Taot’ai, the idle witness of the 
massacre ? If he did not contribute to it he 
at all events did not try tostop it, although 
asiugle word from him would have sufficed. 
We have spoken of Chinese wearing the - 
uniform of regulars being amongst the 
pirates. The Chinese will say, as the 
always do, that these were disbanded sol- 
diers, still wearing their uniform, who had 
joined the pirates. Nothing of the kind. 

[t is quite certain that the regular troops 
have operated with the pirates against us. 
Let us do to China as she does tous. Let 
us burn for village and demand head 
for head. It is time to finish the busi- 
ness.—Daily Press.
